WILLEMSTAD - There were 
many memorable moments 
during the Curacao Challenge 
windsurf slalom races that 
were held this Easter weekend. 
Competitors sped over the open 
ocean and tried their best to 
conquer that very much wanted 
first place. Sails in all the colors 
of the rainbow could be seen in 
front the Sea Aquarium Beach. 
An unbelievable 83 participants 
took part in the first International 
Curacao Challenge, ranging in 
age from 6 to 60, hailing from 
many different countries like 
Holland, Bonaire, Aruba, the 
US and Canada. 

All day Friday and Sunday, 
figure-8 races were held in 
very choppy seas with very 
strong winds, which was every 
windsurfer’s dream come true. 
On Saturday the downwind 
long distance race took off from 
the beach at Wet and Wild and 
participants landed on the beach 
next to Curacao Marriott Resort 
after rounding a buoy a mile off 
shore in front of the Ana Baai. It 
was a true challenge. Once they 
arrived on land competitors had 
to run and touch the yellow 
promotional Curacao Challenge 
Pick-up truck parked on the 


beach. 

On Monday four more Slalom 
figure-8 races were held and 
everyone agreed that the wind 
and ocean conditions were 
superb. 

The elegant award ceremony 
was held during a fabulous BBQ 
dinner Monday evening, where 
the winners were awarded well- 
deserved prizes. 

In the category Open Men first 
place went to the unbelievably 
fast and skilled Taty Frans from 
Bonaire, who received an Insel 
air ticket to Miami, Champagne 
from Albert Heijn and a 1,000,- 
Naf cash prize.

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The next global economic shock? 


New York - As American 
financial strains have at last 
begun to show some signs of 
healing, another risk from the 
European side of the ocean has 
become more evident. For some 
time now, America’s friends and 
associates on the other side of the 
Atlantic have, as is their habit, 
enjoyed blaming all problems on 
America’s risky ways. 


But of late, it has become clear that 
Europe’s own financial wizards 
have opened their financial 
institutions to a potentially bigger 
problem: Eastern European and 
Asian debt. The losses could even 
surpass those of the subprime 
meltdown. Though at present the 
potential problems deserve the 
tag “risk” and not “probability,” 
investors need to remain alert to 


the situation. 

The problem for much of the 
emerging world is that the global 
economic downturn has severely 
hurt exports, their main - and 
in some cases, only - engine of 
economic growth. 

Take China. Its exports have 
fallen by about 17 percent, as have 
Singapore’s. Others have fared a 
lot worse. South Korea’s exports 
have plunged by 21 percent, and 
Taiwan’s by 36 percent. Similar 
figures typify the situations 
elsewhere in Asia and in Eastern 
Europe. 

Not surprisingly, given the export- 
oriented growth model of these 
economies, overall economic 
growth has also turned sharply 
downward. Singapore’s gross 
domestic product (GDP) declined 
11.5 percent from a year ago, 
while South Korea’s economic 
output sunk 4.2 percent. 

In the Ukraine, December 
industrial production registered 
a 26.6 percent decline from a 
year ago. Other nations, from the 
Czech Republic to Hungary to 
Russia, have experienced sharp 
contractions, too. 

The problem for Western 
European finance is that it holds 
most of the international loans 
in these sinking economies. 
European banks, for instance, 
hold some 54 percent of the $1.4 
trillion of foreign bank loans 
residing in the Asian emerging 
economies. (For perspective, 
American banks hold only 15 
percent of such debt.) Of the 
$1.8 trillion of foreign bank loans 
in Eastern Europe, more than 


70 percent resides in Western 
European banks. 

The economic difficulties in these 
regions are bound to pressure 
European finance, where, 
according to the International 
Monetary Fund, bank leverage 
exceeds that of American banking 
by 50 percent. It is hard to make 
American banks look prudent, 
but the Europeans seem to have 
managed. 

The aggressive nature of 
European lending has created a 
particularly difficult regulatory 
situation should circumstances 
require a rescue operation, as 
the American subprime excesses 
did in the United States. Because 
European banks are far more 
extended than American banks 
are, their governments and even 
the European Central Bank lack 
sufficient resources to replace lost 
capital, as the Federal Reserve 
and the Treasury are doing in the 
United States. 

In contrast to American banking, 
which holds assets equal to some 
85 percent of US GDP, Eurozone 
bank assets in total amount to 
330 percent of Eurozone GDP. 
What makes matters still more 
precarious, these aggregate figures 
look moderate when compared 
to the lending ratios of some 
individual Eurozone members. 
Irish banks, for instance, took 
on debt equal to almost 11 times 
their national GDP. Dutch banks 
took on debt equal to seven times 
their national GDP, and Belgian 
banks took on debt equal to four 
times their national GDP. 

The potentially troubled loans in 


Eastern Europe and Asia could 
amount to some 33 percent of 
Eurozone GDP, a far higher 
figure than subprime in the 
United States, which, in the worst 
calculated scenarios, amounts 
to some 8 percent of American 
GDP. 

So far, theseborrowers, ifthey have 
not managed to remain entirely 
current on their obligations, have 
paid sufficiently well to avoid 
the troubles implicit in these 
comparisons. If, as expected, the 
American economic situation can 
stabilize in the second part of 
this year, and China can sustain 
an adequate growth rate as it 
reorients its economy toward a 
domestic growth engine, there 
is a good chance that European 
finance and, by implication, 
global finance, will avoid the 
dangers implicit in these great 
vulnerabilities. But still, for the 
time being, investors need to 
recognize the significant risks. 
This vulnerability may also 
explain why the Europeans are so 
focused on regulation and have 
chosen to emphasize it above 
the kinds of fiscal stimulus that 
the Obama administration has 
pushed. On the one hand, they 
want to gamer all the resources 
they have should the banking 
sector need them at some future 
date. On the other, the emphasis 
on regulations might well reflect 
an urgent need to prevent this 
from happening again.

Anti-tax tea part/ protesters 
turn out for deadline day

FRANKFORT, Kentucky 
(AP) — Anti-tax protesters 
began gathering at state 
Capitols and in neighborhoods 
across the United States on 
Wednesday to kick off a series 
of demonstrations. 

Organizers said they are angry 
about government spending 
since Obama took office, 
most notably the $787 billion 
stimulus package Congress 
passed into law earlier this 
year with the idea of turning 
around the hard-hit economy. 
They say the movement has 
developed organically through 
online social networking sites 
like Facebook and Twitter 
and through exposure on 
the conservative Fox News 
channel. And while they insist 
it’s a nonpartisan effort, it 
has been seized on by many 
prominent Republicans who 
view it as a promising way 
for the party to reclaim its 
momentum. 

The protests have also been 


promoted by Freedom Works, 
a conservative nonprofit 
advocacy group based in 
Washington and led by former 
Republican House Majority 
Leader Dick Armey. 

The protests, deemed “tea 
parties,” are designed to echo 
the rebellion of the Boston Tea 
Party in 1773 when colonists 
protested British “taxation 
without representation” 

by dumping taxed tea into 
Boston Harbor. In Hartford, 
Connecticut, police estimated 
3,000 people showed up at the 
state Capitol, where nearly two 
decades earlier an estimated 
40,000 had converged in 
protest after the state enacted 
its personal income tax. 

This time, many carried 
makeshift pitchforks and 
signs with messages aimed at 
the Democrats who control 
Congress and the White 
House. 

Faith Burns of East Granby 
rang an antique school bell 
and wore a sandwich board 
that read “Stop the Madness” 


with a picture of a pig in a 
circle crossed out. 

“There needs to be some 
common sense restored to 
government at every level, 
Washington, in our state and 
in our towns,” she said. “And 
besides it’s so much gosh- 
darned fun to ring this bell.” 

In Des Moines, Iowa, more 
than 1,000 people gathered on 
the steps of the state Capitol 
wearing red shirts proclaiming 
“revolution is brewing.” 

“The system is severely 
broken and we the people let it 
get that way,” said Des Moines 
businessman Dough Burnett. 
“What can we do? My answer 
is revolution.” 

Demonstrations were also 
being held in Kentucky, which 
just passed tax increases 
on cigarettes and alcohol, 
and South Carolina, where 
the governor has repeatedly 
criticized the stimulus 
package. Large protests also 
were expected in California, 
New York and Atlanta.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The Federal Reserve said Wednesday 
there are some faint signs the steep plunge in economic activity 
that began last year is starting to level off. 

The Fed’s latest survey of business conditions nationwide found 
five of its 12 regional banks reporting a moderation in the pace 
of the economic decline. 

Several regions “saw signs that activity in some sectors was 
stabilizing at a low level ... (but) overall economic activity 
contracted further or remained weak,” the Fed said. 

The survey, known as the Beige Book, struck a slightly more 
positive tone than last month’s report, which described an 
economy plunging rapidly after the financial shocks that 
occurred last fall.

Iran willing to build new 
relationship with US

TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — Iran’s president on Wednesday sent 
the clearest signal yet that the Islamic Republic wants warmer 
ties with the U.S., just one day after Washington spoke of new 
strategies to address the country’s disputed nuclear program. 
Taken together, the developments indicate that the longtime 
adversaries are seeking ways to return to the negotiating table 
and ease a nearly 30-year-old diplomatic standoff. 

President Barack Obama’s administration has sought to start a 
dialogue with Iran—a departure from the Bush administration’s 
tough talk. 

Iran had mostly dismissed the overtures, continuing to take 
hard-line steps like putting an American journalist on trial on 
espionage allegations.

“It is a nonpartisan mass 
organizing effort comprised 
of people unhappy with 
size of government.

Former House Speaker 
Newt Gingrich planned 
to address the “tea party” 
taking place in a New 
York City park Wednesday 
night. His advocacy group, 
americansolutions.com, has 
partnered with organizers to 
get word out to the group’s 
members. 

“It’s the Reagan coalition 
reorganizing itself,” Gingrich 
spokesman Rick Sawyer 
said. “If we work together, 


we get what we want. As long 
as we remain divided, as we 
were in the last presidential 
election, opponents of our 
policy initiatives win.” 

South Carolina Gov. Mark 
Sanford, another likely 2012 
Republican presidential 
hopeful, planned to attend 
demonstrations in Columbia 
and Charleston. Louisiana 
Gov. Bobby Jindal sent an 
e-mail to his supporters, 
letting them know about 
demonstrations in his state. 
In Boston, a few hundred 
protesters gathered on the 
Boston Common — a short 
distance from the original 
Tea Party — with some 
dressed in Revolutionary 
War-era garb. 

Event coordinator Christen 
Varley, a conservative 
Catholic Republican, said 
she was thrilled with the 
turnout. 

“Personally, I envisioned me 
and 100 friends on the steps 
of the Statehouse,” she said. 
“I never saw this coming.”

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Tax reports say Obamas made $2.7M last year

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
President Barack Obama and 
his wife, Michelle, millionaires 
from his best-selling books, 
made $2.7 million last year 
and paid just under one-third 
of their adjusted income in 
federal taxes. 

While the income, mostly his, 
was far more than the U.S. 
median household income of 
about $50,000, it was quite a 
decrease from the $4.2 million 
the Obamas made in 2007. 
Both years, nearly all the 
earnings came from Obama’s 
best-selling books. “Dreams 
from My Father” and “The 
Audacity of Hope” brought in 
about $2.5 million in royalties 
last year, according to copies 
of the returns released by the 
White House on Wednesday,

The new survey was based on 
information each of the regional 
banks collected in March and 
early April.

EL PASO, Texas (AP) — A 
former Justice Department 
official who led a 1990s 
crackdown on illegal border 
crossings was named to the 
new U.S. post of “border 
czar” Wednesday to oversee 
efforts to end drug-cartel 
violence along the U.S.- 
Mexico border and to slow the 


tide of illegal immigration. 
Alan Bersin, a former U.S. 
attorney who also once served 
as California’s education 
secretary, was named to the 
job by Homeland Security 
Secretary Janet Napolitano. 
Bersin and Napolitano spoke 
to reporters on a bridge over 
the Rio Grande linking El 
Paso with Ciudad Juarez, 
Mexico, a city especially 


plagued by the drug violence 
that has killed more than 
10,650 people in that country 
since December 2006. 

The Obama administration 
has promised to target border 
violence and work with 
Mexican authorities to curb 
drug and arms trafficking. 
Hundreds of federal agents, 
along with high-tech 
surveillance gear and drug¬ 
sniffing dogs, are being 
deployed to the Southwest. 
But Bersin, speaking in 
both Spanish and English, 
immediately cautioned 
against the exaggeration 
of the drug cartels’ threat 
to residents of U.S. border 
states. 

“We should be very cautious 
to not... misstate the security 
situation,” Bersin said. He 
noted that there had been 
no direct spillover of the 
violence seen in northern 
Mexico, although cartel- 
affiliated drug and immigrant 
traffickers have engaged in 
kidnapping and other crimes 
farther north of the border. 
The new assistant Homeland 
Security secretary for 


international affairs also 
rejected calls by state 
officials and others to place 
troops on the U.S. side of the 
Mexican border. 

“The posse comitatus have 
served this country well,” he 
said, referring to laws that 
prevent the U.S. military 
from operating as law 
enforcement within the U.S. 
Two weeks ago, Napolitano 
traveled to San Diego, 
Mexico and Laredo, Texas, 
to meet with officials about 
border enforcement and 
curbing violence spurred 
by warring Mexican drug 
cartels. Last year, customs 
officials apprehended 

792,321 people who tried 
to get into the U.S. through 
the Southwest border, 
and immigration officials 
removed more than 369,000, 
according to Homeland 
Security statistics. 

After announcing Bersin’s 
appointment on the Texas- 
Mexico border, Napolitano 
was scheduled to tour ports 
of entry in Columbus, New 
MexicoandNogales,Arizona. 
While there, she was to meet 


with local officials and 
discuss coordinating efforts 
to disrupt smuggling and 
reduce illegal immigration. 
Later, she was set to join 
President Barack Obama in 
Mexico City to meet with 
Mexican President Felipe 
Calderon. 

In his new capacity at 
Homeland Security, Bersin 
will work with international 
officials and their 

counterparts in the U.S. and 
border states. 

From 1993 to 1998, Bersin 
was the federal prosecutor 
who led the government’s 
crackdown on illegal 
immigrants at the Califomia- 
Mexico border. Bersin and 
Napolitano were both U.S. 
attorneys during the Clinton 
administration. 

During his final three 
years with the Justice 
Department, Bersin doubled 
as the Southwest border 
representative for the 
attorney general. Under 
his watch, the U.S. rolled 
out Operation Gatekeeper, 
a massive increase in 
border enforcement in 
the San Diego area; the 
program discouraged illegal 
crossings there, but migrants 
and smugglers reacted by 
choosing less populated 
routes to the east. 

Most recently, Bersin was 
chairman of the San Diego 
County Regional Airport 
Authority. He also served 
under California Gov. 
Arnold Schwarzenegger as 
education secretary. 
“President Obama could 
not have selected a more 
qualified, more experienced 
person to join his 
administration — especially 
when it comes to issues 
along our southwest border,” 
Schwarzenegger said in a 
statement. 

Earlier, Bersin was the 
superintendent of San Diego 
public schools. At the time, 
Hispanic groups decried 
the appointment and said 
Operation Gatekeeper caused 
a steep increase in deaths by 
forcing immigrants to attempt 
treacherous mountain and 
desert crossings into the 
United States. 
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NYC’s new archbishop 
aims to renew church

NEW YORK (AP) 
Archbishop Timothy Dolan 
was installed Wednesday as 
the leader of Roman Catholic 
New York, taking the most 
prominent American pulpit 
in the church during an 
elaborate ceremony that drew 
thousands of parishioners and 
civic leaders to St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral. 

Known for his wit and 
warmth, Dolan beamed as he 
walked down the aisle toward 
the altar, waving to the crowd, 
hugging well-wishers and 
stopping to shake hands in a 
front pew with Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg and Gov. David 
Paterson, among others who 
attended. 

At a news conference hours 
earlier, Dolan said he would 
challenge efforts to legalize 
gay marriage in New York 
State. Paterson is expected to 
introduce a gay marriage bill 
Thursday. Gays and lesbians 
can already marry just across 
the border, in Connecticut, 
Massachusetts and, later this 
year, Vermont. 

In his sermon, Dolan lamented 
that the church was “ridiculed 
for her teaching on the sanctity 
of marriage.” He said his goal 
was to revive observance in 
the church and protect human 
life, “from the tiny baby in the 
womb to the last moment of 
natural passing.” 

“The church is a loving mother 
who has a zest for life and 
serves life everywhere, but 
she can become a protective 
'mama bear’ when the life 
of her innocent, helpless 
cubs is threatened,” he said, 
sparking a standing ovation. 
“Everyone in this mega¬ 
community is a somebody 
with an extraordinary destiny. 
Everybody is a somebody 
in whom God has invested 
infinite love.” 

Dolan, 59, the former 
Milwaukee archbishop, 

succeeded Cardinal Edward 
Egan, 77, who retired after 
nine years in the job. Dolan 
is expected to eventually be 
named a cardinal. 


The Archdiocese of New York 
is the nation’s second-largest 
diocese after Los Angeles, yet 
it is the most visible Catholic 
post in the U.S. Among 
Dolan’s predecessors was 
Cardinal Francis Spellman, 
who was so influential that 
his residence was dubbed 
“the powerhouse.” Cardinal 
John O’Connor was the most 
forceful Catholic voice in the 
national debates of his era, 
especially on abortion. Dolan 
said in the news conference 
that his new job “does have 
an enhanced prominence that 
might take getting used to on 
my part.” 

Yet, he seemed to revel in 
the spotlight of the two-day 
installation that began with 
an evening prayer service in 
the cathedral Tuesday night. 
At Wednesday’s Mass, about 
150 bishops, archbishops 
and cardinals took part in 
the procession inside St. 
Patrick’s, accompanied by 
hundreds of priests and 
other representatives of the 
archdiocese. 

As Dolan awaited his entrance, 
he shook hands with police 
officers who were guarding 
the church and waved to the 
hundreds of onlookers kept 
behind barriers across the 
street. 

“I need to see my shepherd,” 
said Merle Paisley, a hospital 
worker who lives in the Bronx, 
who was among the crowd 
outside. “I need to pray for 
him.” 

Archbishop Pietro Sambi, 
the Vatican ambassador to 
the U.S., read a letter from 
Pope Benedict XVI naming 
Dolan to the job. After the 
document was notarized, 
Dolan formally became New 
York’s archbishop. When he 
was handed the golden crosier, 
or bishop’s staff, a symbol of 
his office, he joked, “Do I 
keep this?” 

The archdiocese covers 
a region with 2.5 million 
parishioners in nearly 400 
churches and an annual budget 
estimated to be at least half a 
billion dollars. 

Its vast Catholic service 
network includes 10 colleges

and universities, hundreds of 
schools and aid agencies, and 
nine hospitals that treat about 
a million people annually. 
Dolan faces challenges 
identical to those for bishops 
nationwide: strengthening the 
finances of Catholic schools 
and parishes as Catholics 
move from urban areas to 
the suburbs; boosting the 
low rate of Mass attendance 
and serving a growing 
number of Latinos and other 
immigrants. 

He read a small part of his 
sermon in Spanish, calling 
the strong faith of Hispanic 
Catholics, “a light for us all.” 
He said he hoped immigrants 
would find the church to be the 
“spiritual counterpart” of the 
Statue of Liberty, welcoming 
and embracing them. 


He noted the “deep wounds” 
of the clergy sex abuse scandal 
that erupted in 2002 and 
has cost American dioceses 
more than $2.6 billion in 
settlements with victims and 
other expenses in the last 
five decades, and pledged to 
continue “reform, renewal and 


outreach” to victims. 

Dolan is a St. Louis native 
and the oldest of five children. 
He holds a doctorate from 
The Catholic University of 
America and is a former rector 
of the North American College 
in Rome, considered a top 
seminary for U.S. priests.

JERUSALEM (AP) 
President Barack Obama’s 
Mideast envoy began a new 
round of diplomacy Wednesday 
aimed at bridging the growing 
divide between a right-wing 
Israeli government and a weak 


Palestinian leadership. 

His first challenge will be 
a series of meetings with a 
new Israeli government that 
is seemingly at odds with the 
Obama administration over 
the basic outlines for Israeli- 
Palestinian peace. 

U. S. envoy George Mitchell, on 


a weeklong regional tour, said 
on an earlier stop in Algeria on 
Tuesday that the creation of an 
independent Palestinian state 
alongside Israel is “the only 
way” to peace. 

On Thursday, Mitchell will 
meet with Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu, who 
has not endorsed Palestinian 
statehood and has yet to unveil 
his government’s policy on 
peace efforts. He will also 
talk with Netanyahu’s foreign 
minister, Avigdor Lieberman, 
who has said pledges made 
by the previous Israeli 
administration to work for 
Palestinian independence are 
no longer relevant. 

He met with Defense Minister 
Ehud Barak at his Tel Aviv 
home for a little over an 
hour on Wednesday evening. 
A statement from Barak’s 
office said he told Mitchell it 
was “possible and necessary 
(for Israel and the U.S.) to 
coordinate and understand 
one another regarding all the 
current issues.” 

Promising a vigorous push 
for Israel-Palestinian peace, 
Mitchell made his first Mideast 


foray in January, just a week 
after Obama took office. He 
made a second visit with U.S. 
Secretary of State Hillary 
Rodham Clinton a month later. 
Since then, a general election 
that strengthened hawks and 
the religious Jewish right put 
Netanyahu at the head of a 
governing alliance softened 
only slightly by the inclusion 
of Barak’s battered Labor 
Party, beaten into fourth place 
in the election. 

Mitchell did not speak on his 
arrival Wednesday. 

In addition to Netanyahu and 
Lieberman, he was expected 
to meet with opposition leader 
and former Foreign Minister 
Tzipi Livni and President 
Shimon Peres. 

On Friday he is scheduled to 
meet with Palestinian President 
Mahmoud Abbas and Prime 
Minister Salam Fayyad in the 
West Bank. Their government, 
headed by Abbas’ Fatah 
movement, is in control only 
of the West Bank because their 
rivals in the militant Hamas 
group seized control of the 
Gaza Strip in June 2007. Efforts 
to reconcile those factions have 


so far failed, adding a serious 
obstacle to peace efforts. 
Speaking to businessmen 
on Wednesday, Fayyad said 
Netanyahu’s stated preference 
for concentrating on Palestinian 
economic growth for now, 
while putting statehood talks 
aside for some point in the 
future, would not bring peace. 
“If there is to be any two- 
state solution to speak of, the 
Israeli government must take 
immediate and bold steps 
toward ending its colonization 
and occupation of Palestinian 
territory,” Fayyad said. 

Visiting Spanish Foreign 
Minister Miguel Moratinos 
said after meeting Palestinian 
Foreign Minister Riad Malki 
in Ramallah that the two- 
state model remains “the only 
option.” 

Moratinos said he too would 
meet Netanyahu and Lieberman 
on Thursday, seeking to learn 
their intentions. 

“I want to listen to them,” he 
told reporters. “The Israeli 
government is now evaluating 
its political relationships with 
the Palestinian government and 
the international community.”

But in his speech 
Wednesday, President 
Mahmoud Ahmadinej ad 
changed his tone, saying 
that Iran was preparing new 
proposals aimed at breaking 
an impasse with the West 
over its nuclear program. 
“The Iranian nation is a 
generous nation. It may 
forget the past and start a 
new era, but any country 
speaking on the basis of 
selfishness will get the 
same response the Iranian

Ahmadinej ad toldthousands 
in the southeastern city of 
Kerman. 

In Washington, Secretary 
of State Hillary Rodham 
Clinton discussed 

Ahmadinej ad’s comments 
during a meeting Wedne sday 
with EU foreign policy 
chief Javier Solana. 

“With respect to the latest 
speeches and remarks out of 
Iran, we welcome dialogue,” 


Clinton said. “We’ve been 
saying that we are looking to 
have an engagement with Iran, 
but we haven’t seen anything 
that would amount to any kind 
of proposal at all.” 

She said the six nations 
trying to lure Iran back to the 
negotiating table would have 
more to say in the coming 
days. Those countries, the 
five permanent members of 
the U.N. Security Council and 
Germany, asked Solana last 
week to invite Iran to a new 
round of talks. 

Solana said Iran has not 
formally responded to the 
invitation, and he declined to 
comment on Ahmadinejad’s 
remarks. 

The U.S. government has 
declined to publicly discuss 
possible new strategies 
for dealing with Iran. The 
Obama administration said its 
immediate goal is to get Iran 
back to nuclear negotiations. 
Though there have not been 
any concrete breakthroughs, 
Mehrzad Boroujerdi, an 
Iranian affairs expert at New 


York’s Syracuse University, 
said Ahmadinejad’s comments 
were a “good omen.” 

“It certainly signals interest 
in engaging with the Obama 
administration,” he said, 
adding that no terms had been 
set for possible talks. 

Iran’s uranium enrichment 
program has been the key 
point of contention. The Bush 
administration had insisted 
that Iran scrap enrichment 
before talks could begin 
— a demand Iran repeatedly 
rejected. On Wednesday, a 
senior official said the U.S. 
would be prepared to let 
Tehran continue enriching 
uranium at the current level 
for some time. 

Uranium enrichment can be 
used to produce fuel for nuclear 
energy or nuclear weapons. 
The U.S. and some of its allies 
accuse Tehran of seeking to 
build nuclear weapons. Iran 
denies the charges, saying 
its nuclear program is geared 
toward generating electricity. 
There had been a few efforts 
in recent years to reach 


consensus, but they appeared 
to go nowhere. 

Two years ago, Washington 
briefly softened its position, 
and its negotiating partners 
told Tehran that they could 
accept a continuation of 


enrichment for a limited 
time as they moved toward 
talks. But Iran insisted it be 
allowed to enrich as part of 
its rights under the Nuclear 
N onproliferation Treaty, 
ending the effort. 
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Most-wanted Colombia 
drug lord caught like a dog’

BOGOTA (AP) — Colombia’s 
most wanted drug lord was 
cowering like a dog under 
a palm tree when he was 
captured Wednesday in a 
jungle raid involving hundreds 
of police officers, the defense 
minister said. 

Daniel Rendon Herrera, alias 
“Don Mario,” was taken in 
shackles to the capital to await 
possible extradition to the 
United States. 

Rendon Herrera allegedly 
commanded hundreds of 
armed men in a private 
militia and directed a criminal 
organization that sent hundreds 
of tons of cocaine to the U.S. 
President Alvaro Uribe 
described Rendon Herrera, 
43, as “one of the most feared 
drug traffickers in the world.” 
Rendon Herrera’s organization 
isresponsiblefor3,000murders 
in the last 18 months alone, 
said Gen. Oscar Naranjo, who 
directs the national police. 
Police said he had offered 
his assassins $1,000 for each 
officer they killed, in hopes of 
evading arrest. 

Colombian officials had 
offered a reward of up to $2 


million for information leading 
to the capture of the man whose 
organization has allegedly 
served as a key link between 
right-wing paramilitary groups 
and Mexico’s drug-trafficking 
cartels. 

“This guy put bounties on the 
heads of government officials, 
so he was Public Enemy No. 
1 in Colombia,” said Thomas 
Harrigan, operations chief for 
the U.S. Drug Enforcement 
Administration. 

The U.S. wants to put him on 
trial in New York on charges 
of conspiring to distribute 
cocaine into the United States, 
outlined in a bare-bones, 
four-page federal indictment 
filed last July and unsealed 
Wednesday. Such extraditions 
can take months. 

Some 300 police officers 
joined the raid in the northern 
Colombian jungle town of 
San Jose de Apartado. Uribe 
said nine months of patient 
planning and intelligence 
work went into the operation, 
which he described as new 
proof Colombia’s government 
is capable of combatting 
organized crime. 

At the time of his capture, 
he had been cowering “like 


a dog” under a palm tree for 
two days, Defense Minister 
Juan Manuel Santos said with 
evident satisfaction. 

Various people helped police 
locate the hideout of “Don 
Mario,” and may share parts 
of the reward, Santos added. 
Colombia’s far-right militias, 
known as the United Self- 
Defense forces of Colombia, 
or AUC, initially formed in the 
1980s to counter kidnapping 
and extortion by leftist rebels, 
but evolved into regional 
mafias that committed more 
than 10,000 murders, built 
lucrative cocaine trafficking 
operations and stole millions 
of acres of land, often in 
collusion with local political, 
business and military leaders, 
prosecutors have said. 

Daniel Rendon Herrera and 
his brother Freddy Rendon, 
otherwise known as “The 
German” for the discipline 
he demanded from his troops, 
controlled an area of river- 
laced jungle near the Panama 
border known as a major 
corridor for drug and arms 
traffickers. 

The brothers were among the 
last paramilitary leaders to 
demobilize in 2006, under a

2003 peace deal that promised 
fighters reduced sentences and 
protection from extradition to 
the United States in exchange 
for pledges to renounce 
violence. 

But while his brother and other 
paramilitaries agreed to await 
justice in jail, “Don Mario” 
fled back to the jungle and 
rearmed, police say. Santos 
said he is particularly pleased 
that with Wednesday’s arrest, 
all four paramilitary chiefs 
who have dropped out of the 
peace deal to date have been 
recaptured and are in the 
process of being extradited. 


“The arrest of Rendon Herrera 
will create a huge gap in the 
leadership of the AUC, so 
we are very excited about 
the arrest, the Colombians 
are very excited,” Harrigan 
said. “He was more or less a 
transportation expert, so it’s 
really going to create a void in 
the transportation.” 

Santos said the government 
has captured 5,600 members 
of paramilitary groups to date, 
and that this latest arrest “is 
a message for all others: It 
doesn’t matter what they do 
or where they are, eventually 
they will fall.” 
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Afghan women attacked for protesting marriage law

KABUL (AP) — Dozens of 
young women braved crowds of 
bearded men screaming “dogs!” 
on Wednesday to protest an 
Afghan law that lets husbands 
demand sex from their wives. 
Some of the men picked up 
small stones and pelted the 
women. 

“Slaves of the Christians!” 
chanted the 800 or so counter¬ 
demonstrators, a mix of men 
and women. A line of female 
police officers locked hands to 
keep the groups apart. 

The warring protests highlight 
the explosive nature of the 
women’s rights debate in 
Afghanistan. Both sides are 
girding for battle over the 
legislation, which has sparked 
an international uproar since 
being quietly signed into law 
last month. 

The law says a husband can 
demand sex with his wife every 
four days, unless she is ill or 
would be harmed by intercourse. 
It also regulates when and 
for what reasons a wife may 
leave her home without a male 
escort. 

Though the law would apply 
only to the country’s Shiites, 
who make up less than 20 
percent of Afghanistan’s 30 
million people, many fear 
its passage marks a return to 
Taliban-style oppression of 
women. The Taliban, who ruled 
Afghanistan from 1996-2001, 
required women to wear all¬ 
covering burqas and banned 
them from leaving home 
unless accompanied by a male 
relative. 

Governments and rights 
groups around the world have 
condemned the legislation, and 
President Barack Obama has 
labeled it “abhorrent.” Afghan 
President Hamid Karzai has 
remanded the law to the Justice 
Department for review and put 
enforcement on hold. 

A host of Afghan intellectuals, 
politicians and even a number 
of Cabinet ministers have 
come out against the law. But 
those who decry the legislation 
face quick criticism from 
conservative Muslim clerics and 
their followers, as Wednesday’s 
protests showed. 

“You are a dog! You are not 
a Shiite woman!” one man 
shouted to a young woman in a 
head scarf. 

The woman, who held a banner 


reading “We don’t want Taliban 
law,” replied quietly: “This is 
my land and my people.” 

The demonstrators chose a 
risky spot to hold their protest 
— in front of the mosque of the 
legislation’s main backer — 
and were easily outnumbered 


by supporters of the law. They 
said many women had been 
stopped on their way to the 
protest. 

In the end, more women 
demonstrated in favor of the 
law than against it: A few 
hundred Shiite women marched 


with banners to join the angry 
men. They blamed foreigners 
for inciting the protests. 

“We don’t want foreigners 
interfering in our lives. They 
are the enemy of Afghanistan,” 
said 24-year-old Mariam 
Sajadi. Sajadi is engaged to be 


married, and said she plans to 
ask her husband’s permission to 
leave the house as put forth in 
the law. She said other articles 
— such as the one allowing 
husbands to demand sex — 
have been misinterpreted by 
Westerners prejudiced against 
Islam. She did not elaborate. 
On the other side of the 
shouting, Mehri Rezai, 32, 
urged her countrymen to reject 
the law. “This law treats women 
as if we were sheep,” she said. 
Both sides say they’re 
defending their constitutional 
rights — but Afghanistan’s 
constitution is unclear. It defers 
to Islamic law as the highest 
authority, but also guarantees 
equal rights for women. 

Abbas Noyan, a Shiite 
lawmaker who opposes the 
law, said he is hopeful it will 
be changed. But others are less 
sure, and even the country’s 
minister of women’s affairs, 
who is female, has declined to 
comment on the law. 

New York-based Human 
Rights Watch maintains that 
the judicial review ordered by 
Karzai is unlikely to be truly 
independent because those 
leading the process come 
from a conservative Shiite 
background. 


U.S. soldier convicted over 2007 Iraq deaths

VILSECK, Germany (AP) — A U.S. Army soldier was 
convicted Wednesday of murder in the execution-style 
slayings of four bound and blindfolded Iraqi detainees. 

The prosecution said Master Sgt. John Hatley acted as “judge, 
jury and executioner” to hatch the plot and carry out the killings 
in spring 2007. Hatley and two others took the detainees to 
a canal in Baghdad’s West Rasheed neighborhood where 
they shot them in the back of the head with 9mm pistols, the 
prosecution said. 

An eight-strong military jury found Hatley guilty of 
premeditated murder and conspiracy to commit premeditated 
murder after a three days of proceedings. 

But the jury found him not guilty of obstruction of justice 
in the incident and not guilty of premeditated murder in a 
separate January 2007 death of an Iraqi insurgent. 

Hatley and his wife, who sat directly behind him in the gallery, 
were unmoved as the jury foreman read out the decision. They 
hugged and smiled after the court adjourned and his friends 
and comrades in court wished him well. 

The 40-year-old career soldier, who has served in the first 
Gulf War, Kosovo and in Iraq, will be sentenced Thursday 
at the U.S. Army’s Rose Barracks in southern Germany. He 
faces the possibility of life in prison without parole. 

Hatley, who has been in the Army for 20 years, had denied the 
charges. He could see any sentence reduced through a future 
military clemency process. Military cases also go through an 


automatic appeal process. 

Army prosecutor Capt. Derrick Grace said Wednesday that 
testimony had pointed to “a complete breakdown of discipline 
and crimes that are among the worst of a soldier.” 

“On two separate occasions, the accused became the judge, 
jury and executioner,” he said. 

Prosecutors said Hatley oversaw the shootings of detainees 
and had told his comrades they were going to “take care” of 
the Iraqis. 

Hatley’s lawyer David Court told the court-martial 
Wednesday there was no physical evidence that the killings 
ever happened: no witnesses, family members, bullet casings, 
blood or witnesses. 

According to testimony this week and at previous courts- 
martial, the four Iraqis were taken into custody in spring 2007 
after an exchange of fire with Hatley’s unit and the discovery 
of weapons in a building where suspects had fled. 

Two soldiers in Hatley’s unit, Sgt. 1st Class Joseph Mayo and 
then-Sgt. Michael Leahy, have been convicted of the killings 
at separate courts-martial earlier this year. 

Another two soldiers pleaded guilty in the spring incident, 
one to conspiracy to commit premeditated murder and one to 
accessory to murder, and were sentenced to prison last year. 
Two others had charges of conspiracy to commit premeditated 
murder dropped this year. 

All were with the 1st Battalion, 18th Infantry Regiment, 2nd 
Brigade, 1st Infantry Division in Baghdad. The unit is now 
part of the Germany-based 172nd Infantry Brigade. 
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French nab 11 pirates as 
threats mount on U.S. ships

MOMBASA, Kenya (AP) 
—A pirate gang that launched 
an abortive attack on a second 
U.S. ship loaded with food 
aid said Wednesday they were 
singling out American vessels 
and would kill their crews, 
while French forces detained 
11 other hijackers in a high- 
seas raid. Pirates flredgrenades 
and automatic weapons at the 
Liberty Sun, but its American 
crew successfully blockaded 
themselves inside the engine 
room. The ship was damaged 
in Tuesday’s attack but 
escaped and was heading 
to Kenya under U.S. Navy 
guard. 

A pirate whose gang attacked 
the aid ship admitted 
Wednesday that his group was 
targeting American ships and 
sailors. 

“We will seek out the 
Americans and if we capture 
them we will slaughter them,” 
said a 25-year-old pirate 
based in the Somali port of 
Harardhere who gave only his 
first name, Ismail. 

“We will target their ships 
because we know their flags. 
Last night, an American- 
flagged ship escaped us by a 
whisker. We have showered 
them with rocket-propelled 
grenades,” boasted Ismail, 
who did not take part in the 
attack on the Liberty Sun. 

The move comes after U.S. 
Navy sharpshooters killed 
three pirates Sunday to win the 
release of a hijacked American 
sea captain, Richard Phillips 
of the Maersk Alabama. 

The French forces, meanwhile, 
launched an early morning 
attack on a pirate ship after 
spotting it Tuesday with 
a surveillance helicopter 
and observing the pirates 
overnight. The raid thwarted 
the bandits’ planned attack 
on the Liberian cargo ship 
Safmarine Asia, the French 
Defense Ministry said. 

The statement called the pirate 
vessel a “mother ship” — 
usually a seized foreign ship 
that pirates use to transport 
speedboats far out to sea and 
resupply them. The ship was 


intercepted 550 miles east of 
the Kenyan city of Mombasa. 
The 11 detained pirates were 
being held on the Nivose, 
a French frigate among the 
international fleet trying to 
protect shipping in the Gulf of 
Aden. 

France has traditionally been 
aggressive in fighting piracy 
— this was its ninth military 
operation against pirates. 
Three Somali pirates were in 
the French city of Rennes on 
Wednesday facing judicial 
investigation after being 
captured in a hostage rescue 
Friday. Several other pirates 
are also in French custody 
after being seized last year. 
Tuesday’s attack on the 
Liberty Sun foiled the reunion 
between Phillips and the 19- 
man crew he saved with his 
heroism. Phillips had planned 
to meet his crew in Mombasa 
and fly home with them 
Wednesday, but was stuck 
on the USS Bainbridge when 
it was diverted to help the 
Liberty Sun. 

The crew left without him, 
flying to Andrews Air Force 
base in Maryland in a chartered 


plane. 

“We are very happy to be going 
home,” crewman William Rios 
of New York City said before 
departing Wednesday. “(But) 
we are disappointed to not be 
reuniting with the captain in 
Mombasa. He is a very brave 
man.” 

Third mate Colin Wright, from 
Galveston, Texas told ABC’s 
“Good Morning America” that 
fighting off pirates gave him a 
new appreciation for life. 

“I’ll just love to hug my 
mother,” Wright said. 
“Everybody out there give 
your mother a hug. Yeah, 
don’t wait. Life is precious. 
And what a beautiful world.” 
The Liberty Sun had left 
Houston with a crew of 20 
American sailors and a load 
of aid for the U.N. World 
Food Program. It warded 
off the pirates with evasive 
maneuvers, according to U.S. 
Navy Lt. Nathan Christensen 
of the Bahrain-based 5th 
Fleet. “We are under attack 
by pirates, we are being hit by 
rockets. Also bullets,” Liberty 
Sun crewman Thomas Urbik, 
26, wrote his mother in an e- 


mail. “We are barricaded in the 
engine room and so far no one 
is hurt. (A) rocket penetrated 
the bulkhead but the hole is 
small. Small fire, too, but put 
out.” 

By the time the Bainbridge 
arrived five hours later, the 
pirates had left. A small group 
of armed U.S. sailors from the 
Bainbridge went aboard the 
Liberty Sun to ensure its safe 
journey to Mombasa. 

Despite President Barack 
Obama’s vow to take action 
against the rise in banditry 
and the deaths of five pirates 
in French and U.S. hostage 
rescues, brigands have seized 


four vessels and more than 
75 hostages since Sunday’s 
dramatic rescue of Phillips. 
Pirates released a Greek- 
owned cargo ship Wednesday 
and Greek authorities said all 
24 crewmen on the Titan were 
in good health. The ship had 
been hijacked March 19 in the 
Gulf of Aden. 

In all, Somali pirates are 
holding over 280 sailors on 15 
ships — at least 76 of those 
sailors captured in the last few 
days. Pirates have attacked 79 
ships this year and hijacked 
19 of them, according to 
the International Maritime 
Bureau, a piracy watchdog.

PHILADELPHIA (AP) — 
Paul Pierce hit the winning 
jumper, scored 31 points and 
hindered Philadelphia’s shot 
at the Eastern Conference’s 
sixth seed in Boston’s 1 GO- 
98 win over the Sixers on 
Tuesday night. 

Kevin Garnett missed the 
meaningless game for Boston 
to rest his strained knee and 
Ray Allen served a one-game 
suspension. Pierce made 
seven 3-pointers to overcome 
the absence of the two All- 
Stars, which had to make 
the Sixers wonder how they 
could win a first-round series 
against a loaded and focused 
Celtics team. The Celtics 
already had the second seed in 
the East locked up and could 
face the Sixers in the first 
round of the playoffs. The 
Sixers, though, could move 
up a spot and play Orlando 
if they win Wednesday night 
in Cleveland and the Raptors 
beat Chicago. 

The Cavaliers, however, 
are 39-1 at home and are 
attempting to match the best 
home record in NBA history. 
The Sixers are only 16-24 
on the road and have lost six 
straight games. 

Andre Iguodala led the Sixers 
with 25 points and Thaddeus 
Young had 18. 

Hawks 81, Heat 79 
At Atlanta, Flip Murray scored 
17 points to lead Hawks 
reserves past Heat scrubs in 
a playoff preview that was 
more like a preseason game. 
With both teams locked into 
their postseason position 
— they’ll play Game 1 in 
Atlanta this weekend — there 
was little incentive for either 
to give significant minutes to 
top players. They didn’t. 
Miami star Dwyane Wade, 
coming off a career-best 55 
points against the New York 
Knicks, didn’t even bother 


dressing. Neither did Jermaine 
O’Neal or Udonis Haslem, the 
latter recovering from a deep 
cut on his right thumb. 
Michael Beasley led the 
Heat with 23 points and 13 
rebounds in only 24 minutes. 
The Hawks rested Maurice 
Evans and Zaza Pachulia, and 
kept their starters on the bench 
much of the night. Speedy 
Claxton, a $25 million free- 
agent bust, actually played for 
the first time in more than two 
years. 

Lakers 125, Jazz 112 

At Los Angles, Andrew 
Bynum scored 22 points in his 
best effort since returning from 
injury and the Los Angeles 
Lakers beat the Utah Jazz to 
close the regular season with 
their sixth consecutive home 
victory. 

The Lakers tied the 1986-87 
team with their 65th victory, 
the third-best record in 
franchise history, trailing only 


the 1971-72 team (69) and 
1999-00 team (67). 

Pau Gasol added 20 points 
and nine rebounds, Kobe 
Bryant and Lamar Odom had 
16 points each, and Sasha 
Vujacic 16 points for the 
Lakers. 

Deron Williams had 25 points 
and 13 assists for the Jazz, 
and reserve Andrei Kirilenko 
added 20 points to go with 16 
points by Carlos Boozer and 
14 by Ronnie Brewer. 

Bynum added four rebounds 
and three assists in his fourth 
game back after missing 32 
games because of a torn right 
knee ligament. 

The Lakers will open the 
playoffs this weekend against 
the Jazz, who ended their 
schedule in the eighth and 
final Western Conference 
playoff spot. 

In the NBA’s other games it 
was LA Lakers 125, Utah 112; 
and Atlanta 81, Heat 79. 


MacTavish fired 
as Oilers coach 



EDMONTON, Alberta 
(AP) — Craig MacTavish 
was fired as coach of 
the Edmonton Oilers on 
Wednesday after they 
failed to make the NHL 
playoffs for the third 
straight year. 

The ouster came on 
the same day the NHL 
playoffs began, and 
general manager Steve 
Tambellini said the team 
needed a fresh look 
behind the bench. 

“He gave everything he 
possibly could to help 
this team get better,” 
Tambellini said during a 
news conference. “But 
we both agree that it is 
time for a change.” 

The Oilers finished

Conference with a record of 38-9-35 for 85 points. This 
was the fifth time in seven seasons they have not reached 
the playoffs. 

“We shouldn’t be comfortable when we’re sitting here out 
of the playoffs,” Tambellini said. “Is there emotion when 
you have to let a quality coach go? Yeah, there is emotion. 
But that’s the hard part of this business. Decisions have to 
made for us to get better.” 

The Oilers were a long way from 2006 when they made 
it to the Stanley Cup finals, losing in seven games to 
Carolina. MacTavish had just six players left from that 
team. This year, his players were younger and more 
skilled but lacked the grit and gamesmanship of the club 
that came within one game of the title. 

This week, MacTavish acknowledged that toughness was 
an issue. 

“When you evolve from a team that would lay it all on the 
line and then you try to integrate a bunch of skill, it’s got 
to be productive,” he said. “Virtually all year, we’re trying 
to get nonconfrontational players into confrontational 
areas where we’re going to score goals. It was a losing 
battle from a lot of perspectives.” 

MacTavish never coaxed consistent performances from 
forwards Shawn Horcoff and Ales Hemsky. Dustin Penner 
played everywhere from the first line to the fourth. 

Erik Cole struggled before being traded to Carolina at 
the deadline for Patrick O’Sullivan. Sam Gagner had a 
poor first half before finding his stride. Robert Nilsson 
was erratic.
